Picand: Jurors Denounce F edesal Hospital 


Veterans Are C ond tree 





WASHINGTON, (Oct. 5. — Alarmed 
over conditions ‘at the Government Hos- 
pital for the Insane, known as St. Eliz- 
abeth’s, where 1,000 war veterans are 
confined,» the outgoing Federal Grand 
Jurors filed today With Justice Bailey 
in Criminal ‘Court a ‘report in ‘which 
they suggest that Congress authorize the 
President to apppint a commissi6n of in- 
vestigation, 

At the same time the Grand Jury re- 
turned an indictment charging William 
McIntire and Irwin R. Sweeney, attend- 
ants at the hospital, with manslaughter 
in connection with the death of William 
Green, who died July 17, 1924, from a 
beating he is said to have received at. 
the hands of the defendants because he 
objected to haying his hair cut. 

_The jurors made a personal inspection 
of the hospital, its.staff; equipment and 

ounds. . The first thing complained ot 

n the. report is the overcrowding of 
patients, which, it is inferred, are packed 
in Ifke sardines in a box. The hospital 
houses a totai’ of 4,000 patients: Rooms 
intended to accommodate twenty single 
beds contain forty, beds, the report 
avers, with the result that the inmates 
so crowded have no privacy at all. The

the: minds of the patients. 

“In the main part ofthe hospital con- 
ditions seerred much better... It has been 
well said that ‘fun is the best medicine,’ 
and for weak-minded people it should be 
supplied in abundance. 

“Among the witnesses who were sum- 
moned and appeared before us, includ- 
ing present patients of the hospital,.for- 
mer inmates and others well acquainted 
with the present inmates, many ex- 
pressed the belief that there are many 
persons now cénfined there who are not 
now and never were insane, @ut who 
have been sent there from ulterior .mo- 
tives, Like stories have been in circu- 
lation in ‘Washington for along. time, 
and, whether true or not, they are un- 
questionably injuring the hos ital in. the 
‘estimation of the ple of this‘city, and 
some steps should be taken to clear up 
the situation. 

“We suggest that the ree of 
investigation act in conjunction with the 
Superintendent and medical staff of the 
hospital in caréfully investigating every 
case there, to, the end that full justice 
may be done to each.”’

REYNOLDS ASKS WRIT. 


Prosecutor Says Delay is Sought 
for Political Purposes.

Congressman Fears “an Orgy of 
Extravagance”—Jones Says State 
Institutions Need Money. 


Representative Ogden L. Mills spoke 
against, and Sullivan W. Jones, State 
architect, argued for the proposed $100, 
000,000 State bond issue at a merge 
last night in the Wonien's City Club, 22 
-Park Avenue. Mrs, Frankiir Roosevelt, 
a Vice President of the club, presided. 

The Congressman said that to give the 
State the right to disburse this huge 
sum would be to lead legislators further 
into “an orgy of extravagance,” a 
splurge of spending which Mr. Mills 
said should be checked at once. He 
called for Coolidge economy at Albany. 
Mr. Jones, citing overcrowding in dilapi- 
dated State institutions, said that the 
money was vitally needed, and declared 
that only through the bond issue method 
could the State properly maintain its 
agencies. 

Representative Mills said that the ad- 
vocates of the issue, chief among them 
being Governor Smith, submitted that 
an emergency required the passage of 
the Constitutional amendment author- 
izing the issue. Mr. Mills said that no 
emergency was apparent to his eyes.

He then contrasted ‘the finances of 
Massachusetts, saying that’ the cost of 
government there had been reduced 20 
per cent., whereas New York’s cost had 
Yisen 178 per cent. 

Mr. Jones began by saying that certain 
parts of the State Constitution had be- 
come virtually ineffective, owing to 
changed conditions. 

“It is because some of the provisions 
of that antiquated Constitution,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘not only do not work, but also 
completely obstruct progress and prevent 
the State from, fulfilling its assumed 
obligations, that I am here on this plat- 
form tonight. At least, that is part of 
the. reason. The other part of the 
reason igs that the demands of partisan 
politics | are outside the bounds of 
reason.’

CROWN JEWELS STOLEN. 
FROM RUSSIAN MUSEUM 


250,000 Rubles Werth Sold by| 
UT bsek «ta Mathie de®: 
4500 Rables. -

MOSCOW, Oct. 5.—A quarter of a mil- 
lion rubles worth of jewels from. the 
imperial collection in the Hermitage 
Museum at Leningrad have been. stolen. 
The Hermitage treasure) has an esti- 
mated value of -$100,000,000 and is dis- 
tinct from the ‘‘crown jewel!’ regalia, 
which is stored in Moscow. It has been 
recently arranged in five large rooms in 
the rear wing of the Leningrad Museum. 

The treasure includes a magnificent 
collection of jeweled snuff boxes, Watches 
belonging to the Empress Catherine and 
case after case full of cups, swords, 
saddies and helmets so studded with 
diamonds, rubies and emeralds that the 
gold. beneath is almost hidden. Most of 
the jewels were presented to the Czars 


by Eastern potentates. 

In one case displayed in the museum 
there is a dressing. service of forty-eight 
pieces of solid gold, weighing 200 pounds 
and made by a famous French gold- 
smith for the Empress Anne. There is 
also a unique exhibit of gold treasure 
dug up from tombs in South Russiarvand 
the Caucasus, some of the pieces dating 
a thousand years before Christ and oth- 
ers being perfect examples of Athenian 
art in the days of Praxitales. Their 
value is practically unlimited as an- 
tiquities. 

These exhibits were shown visitors to 
the Russian Academy bicentenary cele- 
bration recently held, but the Museum 
Director said that the authorities ‘had 
decided that the time had not yet come 
to open. the exhibition to the general 
public. 

Nevertheless, a thief appears to have 
managed_to secrete himself in the treas- 
ure room after the Museum was closed 
and then to have rifled one case and 
made his escape through a window. Per- 
haps he was disturbed, for all that is 
missing are a snuff box; fan and other 
small objects, studded with 108 carats 
weight of diamonds and emeralds. 

Although the robbery occurred on 
hay he 23, the Moscow -police were not 
informed for four days. Two days ago 
a snuffbox arid @ number of diamonds 
were recovered from a Moscow jeweler, 
who said he had bought them from an 
unknown man*for 4500 rubles. Others 
of the stolen jewels have been found in 
Leningrad and the police expect to ar- 
rest the robber*and his accomplices with 
brief delay. .

45,000 SHARES. TO BE SOLD 


President-Urges Cutting Time of 
Drive for. Economy—100 Sales 
Teams Organized. 


A spirited rally was held last night in 
the Grand Ballroom of the Hotel Plaza 
by the American Woman's Association, 
to mark the formal opening of the final 
part of its campaign to complete the sale 
of $3,000,000 stock in its new clubhouse. 
One thousand business and professional 
women pledged themselves to finish the 
job for, which they volunteered last 
Spring, when they disposed of a little 
under $1,000,000 worth of stock, leav- 
ing over $2,000,000 yet to be sold. 

Miss Gertrude Robinson-Smith, Presi- 
dent, gave each of these volunteer sales- 
women full instructions in «clinching 
sales, a working kit and the names of 
three ‘‘hand-picked’’ prospects whom 
they are expected to see and sell to 
within three weeks. Miss Robinson- 
Smith said that ground will be broken 
for the new clubhouse in West Twenty- 
third Street as soon as the entire issue 
of stock is sold. She said the~associa- 
tion was ‘“‘so many hours nearer the 
goal.’’ 

“We have it within our power to put it 
over very quickly,” she said, after urging 
each member to sell six shares of stock 
within the next ninety days. 

She said a share of stock represented 
one hour of time, and that every share 
of stock sold brought .the members one 
hour nearer the goal of breaking ground 
on the new clubhouse site. On the basis 
‘that 45,000 shares represent 45,000 hours, 
she told the members that the associa- 
tion was “one year, one month, one day 
and twelve hours’ towards its_goal and 


had more than three years yet to go if 
the rate of selling remained at a share 
an hour. , She then showed how all this 
could be reduced to three months’ time 
if each member sold six shares of stock. 
“The longer the campaign the more it 
is going to cost us,’’ she explained. ‘‘We 
are doing this at a cost of less than 12 
per cent., and are banking on the ability 
of business and professional women.’ 
Besides the President, Mrs. Marion 
Booth Kelly, Mrs. Carolyn T. Radnor-

GENEVA, Oct. 5.—A daring interna- 
tional swindler, calling himself ‘‘Count 
Van Tuerveren’’ and claiming to be the 


son of the late King Leopold of Bel- 
gium, was arrested in Zurich yesterday, 
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for frauds amounting to over £8,000. 

The ‘‘Count’’ always operated on a 
large scale. One day he appeared in 
the midst of the American Army oc- 
cupying~the Rhine zone in Coblenz 
dressed as a General and stating that 


tribute Belgian medals to American 
officers and men, He obtained permis- 
sion to do so and later borrowed large 
sums from the decorated victims. 

The “Count’s” next coup was in Ber- 
lin. When the Allied Reparation Commis- 
sion arrived in the capital the ‘‘Count’’ 
appeared at the station in uniform. 
‘Stating that he had been sent by the 
Reich, he placed luggage belonging to 
members of the commission on a motor 
lorry and departed with the loot. The 
“Count” then became the guest of the 
Belgian Consul at Basle, and was pre- 
sented to many notables whom he duped. 
duped. 

The ‘Count’ arrived in Geneva in 
1924, during the League Assembly, hop- 
ing to make a rich harvest, but on 
learning that the police were on his 
tracks, he disappeared. The swindler’s 
real name is Otto Stephen, He is from 
Lege and will be extradited to Bel- 
gium.

"ON AIR LINE TO BRAZIL 


Senator Correa Says Mail Route 
Between New York and Rio 
Is Desired by His Country.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 5.—Dr. 


José Mattoso Sampaio Correa, head of 
the Brazilian delegation to the Inter- 
parliamentary Union, and influential 
member of the Brazilian Senate, stated 
today that he hopes soon to consult with 
Henry Ford regarding the possibility of 
establishing an air service between the 
United States and Brazil. 

The Brazilian delegation, after visiting 
Canada for the sessions of the Inter- 
parliamentary Union, will go to Mexico 
City and Senator Correa expects to re- 
turn to New York about the middle of 
November, proceeding then to Detroit to 
confer with Mr. Ford. ~ 

Senator. Correa has long been identi- 
fied with attempts to develop ‘aviation 
in Brazil, and called atténtion today to 
the fact that the great rivers of Brazil 
furnish excellent hydroplane routes cov- 





ering the great distances of the country. 
The Senator has just received copies of 
the regulations promulgated under the 
law of ijast year authorizing the Gov- 
ernment to establish a regular air ser- 
vice along the Amazon, San Francisco, 
Parana and Paraguay Rivers. 

Senator Correa stated with some en- 
thusiasm that a contract has recently 
been signed by the Brazilian Govern- 
ment with the Latecoere Com y of 
France for the establishment of regular 
postal air service from Rio Gr e do 
Sul to Pernambtco, thencé across the 
Atjantic to Dakkar, in Africa, and 
thence to Paris. He said the Brazilian 
Government would gladly cooperate with 
any American company which would 
undertake the establishment of air mail 
service to Rio from New York. 

Senator Correa praised the work of 
the American Naval Mission in Brazil, 
which, he declared, had ‘‘done wonders” 
in reorganizing and systematizing the 
material of the Brazilian Navy and has 
greatly assisted in the training of per- 
sonnel.

MEMORIAL TO CORNELL MAN. 


A. J. Baldwin Gives Stairway and 
Overlook in Memory of Son in War.

ITHACA, N. Y., Oct. 5.—A memorial 
stairway and overlook to commemorate 
the memory of Morgan Smiley Bald- 
win, Cornell, '15, who was killed in the 
World War, has been given to the Delta 
Phi Fraternity by Arthur J. Baldwin, 

Cornell, ’92, a New York lawyer. 
Though primarily a gift to the fra- 
ternity of which the father is a mem- 
ber and to which the son belonged, the 
gift is intended equally for Cornell Uni- 
versity and Ithaca. It offers an easy 
pathway from the University dormi- 
tories and downtown to the campus, and 
from the overlook there will be a com- 
manding view of City Lake and Valley. 
The structure will consist of a broad 
entrance way from University Avenue, 
about 24 feet in width, leading ta a 
platform walled and guarded by a 
gothic pier.

POLL HITS ENFORCEMENT. 


Collier’s Canvass Shows 
Views on Dry Law. 


Results of the first nation-wide pro- 
hibition enforcement poll by Collier's, 
published in the current issue out today, 
show that 68 per cent. of the 263,583 
men and women who voted are dissatis- 
fied with existing conditions, 61.2 per 
cent say the law is not enforced in their 
communities and 60.9 per cent. declare 
the law could be enforced. 

The votes were taken in a personal 
canvass by 1,000 bonded representatives 
of Collier’s operating in all States, and 
certified by a firm of public accountants. 
The persons ‘who were asked to vote 
were selected as representative of Amer- 
fean public opinion. They were asked 
three questions: ‘‘Are you satisfied with 
conditions as they are? Is the law en- 
forced in your locality? If not, do you 
consider the law enforceable?” 

“Dividing the vote by sexes, about 
equal“numbers of men and women have 
particira in the poll,’’ reads a state- 
ment issued yesterday from the office of 
Collier's at 250 Park Avenue, “‘32 per 
cent. of the women sald they were satis- 
tied with present ‘ conditions, and 68 
percent. baid they were not, 

“As against this, 75.2 per cent, of the 
men voting said they were dissatisfied 
with conditions as they now are, while 
only 24.8 per cent, said they were’satis- 
fiei?) Of the women, 44.7 per cent. said 
the law was béing enforced im their lo- 
calities, and 31.9 per cent. of the men 
agreed, while 55.3 per cent. of the ‘wo- 
men and 68:1 per cent. of the men said 
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it was not being enforced. The per- 
centage of women who believe the law 
can be enforced leads the entage 
of men by a wide margin. if, the wo- 
men 70.1 per cent. said the law was en-, 
forceable, and 50.2 per cent. of the men 
voted likewise, while 20.9 per cent.~of 
the women and 49.8 per cent, of the men 
said they believed the law could not be

Naval Court of Inquiry investigating the 
destruction of the airship Shenandoah 
concluded its hearings here this morn- 
ing and adjourned to Washington, Rear 
Admiral Hilary P: Jones, presiding offt- 
cer, announced that the court would re- 
open in Washington on.Thufsday morn- 
ing. The place of-aitting has yet to be 
selected. 2 

Mrs. Lansdowne, ‘widow, ot 
the Shenandoah’s commander, may be 
the first witness called on ‘Thursday, 
although the court has left to Mrs. 
Lansdowne the choice of a time to ap- 
pear. She is expected to testify to Cap- 
tain Lansdowne’s objections to flying 
through the thunderstorm area in the 
Ohio’ Valley. 

During the thirteen days in which the 
court. held sessions in Lakehurst thirty- 
six witnesses were heard. Their testi- 
mony amounts to 880 typewritten pages. 
Twenty-eight witnesses: were survivors 
of the disaster. The twenty-ninth sur- 
vivor, Chief Aviation Rigger John Mc- 
Carthy, is still in a hospital in Marietta, 
Ohfo, suffering from injuries received 
when the ship fell. He will not be able 
to testify for several weeks. 

This morning’s hearing was confined 
largely to the verification of previous 
testimony. Commander Klein was the 
only witness to give new testimony. He 
was questioned at length by the court re- 
garding the “manual for rigia@ airships 
prepared by Lieut. Commander Lans- 
downe, which was being printed. wh¢eh 
the Shenandoah was destroyed. ‘Rear 
Admiral Jones referred to a paragraph 
in the manual regarding the duties of 
thé aerologist of a dirigiblé, and asked 
if the navigator or the‘aerologist was 
charged with the duty of advising “the 
commanding officer of an airship re- 
garding the course to be pursued in case 
of threatening danger. 

‘When the aerologist is aboard’ ship,”’ 
Commander Klein replied, “it is my 
opinion that he advises the commanding 
officer on all matters pertaining to the 
weather, and is required to do so from 
time to time during “the twenty-four 
hours. He has no watch. He keeps a

“The regular July (1925) Grand Jury, 
being aware that abuses, once repressed 
and seemingly abolished, frequently. re- 
appear, is therefore’ of the opinion that 
an addition should be made to the penal 
law to prevent: the recurrence of this 
particular abuse.”

Mentor Facing Knotty Problem of 
Deyeloping Team With a Great 


Dearth of Material. “

This is the twenty-third of a series 
of articles on Eastern | football . teams 
and their prospects for the season.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Oct.) 5.— 
Douglas Lawson, successor te Percy 
Wendell as the occupant of the chair of | 
head football coach at Williams College, 
fs to be included among fhe numérous 
disciples of Percy Haughton who are 
carrying on the work of the departed 
leader. 

So thoroughly did Wendell sell the 
system of Haughton to Williams that 
when he accépted the call of Lehigh, 
Lawson, a former Harvard star and as- 
sistant to Wendell here in 1921, 1922 and 
1924 and to Haughton at Columbia in 
1923, was offered «the position of head 
coach and is carrying on the work of 
Wendell with the aid of two other 
former Harvard football men, Vic Ken- 
nard and Joe Fitzgerald. 

Kennard spent last Summer taking 
the course of Knute Rockne, and Law- 
son. formerly. coached on the Pacific 
Coast, so that the football being taught 
here is a .mixture of Eastern and West- 


ern, with the Haughton methods pre- 


dominating. 

Just-as Wendell has put a new spirit 
in the men at Lehigh, just as Crewley 
has inspired the hopes of Columbia men, 
so does Lawson hold the. confidence of 
followers of the Purple. ‘He does not 
come to Williams as'a new man, and his 
aid in helping Wendell_to put out last 
year’s great team, which. suffered’ only 
one defeat, brought to an end Cornell's 
three-year winning streak and won the 
championship of the Little Three,’ fur- 
nishes sufficient ground for this faith 
eentred in him. 


‘Hard Task for Lawson. 


It is a hard task that Lawson faces 
to give Williams a team worthy of last 
year’s. Few coaches have taken up the 
reins with so great a dearth of material 
to work with. Eight first-string men 
of the 1924 varsity have been lost and 
two other men who held out great profn- 
ise on a squad that includes few out- 
standing performers are- now unavail- 
able. . 

Clement, an _ exceptional. backfield 
man, who was a natural born performer 
in running, kicking and passing, is one 
of the eight men missing. He was eligi- 
ble for another year’s play, but failed 
to return. Soby, a high type of end, 
whose work was.conspicuous last year 
on the freshman team, and Anderson, 
1924 yearling quarterback, who has un- 
dergone an operation, also are out. of 
the picture, to the great disappointment 
of the coach. The.loss of these three 
men has hurt the Purple’s chances con- 
siderably, for it is in the backfield and 
- the wings that it has been hardest 


Four of the five ends of the squad 
last year are gone, including Ide, ;who 
made both touchdowns against Cornell 
and stood out all season with his bril- 
liant plays, and Fisher, the first-string 
wings. Makepeace and Leete, the latter 
a veteran of three years’ experience, 
were the first substitutes, and they, too, 
are missing. 

Art Brown, the only end with any ex- 
perience available, is at present on the 
injured list and will not be back in the 
game, probably, for several weeks. To 
meet the serious situation on the wings 
Coach Lawson has had to convert Nott, 
a thoroughly capable tackle, into an end. 
On the other side of the line he has 
Wing, who never has been out for the 
team before and is lacking in football 
experience. 


* Strength in the Line. 


From. tackle to tackle Williams is 


fairly strong. Coach Lawson is espe- 
cially capable in building a line, and in 
spite of the loss of four of his five 
guards and Clark, thé centre whom 
Lawson estimates as the best man at 
the job he has seen here since 1921, the 
forward wall looks as though it will be 
able to take care of itself inside of the 
ends. 

To take the place of Page and Frost, 
the first string guards of 1924, Lawson 
has Hackett, an experienced man, and 
Hooven. -Hooven is a junior who was 
ineligible last year, and, according to the 
coach, he looks at this time as thoug 

he is going to develop into the outstand- 
ing man in the line. Mantius, who was 
reserve centre last year, is the regular 
at the position\now, and in spite of the 
fact that he weighs only 168 pounds is 
handling his job in satisfactory manner. 
Suribian and Nott, the regular tackles, 
are both back, but the latter, as men- 
tioned, has been shifted to end. Suribian, 
with three years’ experietice behind him, 
is held in high regard by Lawson as a 
man who plays a consistently fine game 
and whose work has been exceptional 
for a college eleven of the size of Wil- 
liams. W. Brown, the other tackle; has 
enough weight, but is inexperienced. 
ELowever, he has. shown a _ willingness 
and fighting spirit that are encouraging, 
and the situation could be much worse 
at this position. Dunning will probably 
get the call over Brown later on. At this 
time he is suffering from an injury. The 
line averages 175 pounds and 180 from 
tackle to tackle. .

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THE EUROPEAN IDEA. 

Locarno in Switzerland during the 
pext few days will see the culmina- 
‘ion of efforts to secure the essentials 
of permanent peace in Europe. One 
conference after another has failed. 
Yet each one, together with the ex- 
change of diplomatic’ notes that has 
steadily been going on, has made 
clearer the nature of the problem to 
be solved. This is, as. the French 
Premier said on Saturday, to bring 
about ‘ Franco-German  reconcilia- 
iion,’’. which M. Parnveve declared 
to be today the very ** keystorle of 
European civilization.’’ This concep- 
tion has been accepted, so far at least 
as preliminary utterances go, by the 
Germans. Their Foreign Minister told 
the newspaper men at Locarno that 
German policy in foreign relations is 
now definitely based on ‘‘ the Euro- 
pean idea.’ This was doubtless An- 
tended in part as an implied rebuke 
to the Soviet emissary, TCHITCHERIN, 
who at Warsaw and in Berlin Has 
»veen secking—to swing Poland .and 
Germany in the direction of Russia, 
and particularly to convince the Ger- 
inan Government that it ought not to 
eck membership in the League of 
Nations. All this was definitely re- 
pudiated by Dr. STRESEMANN, Who 
heartily agreed in principle with the 
position taken by the French Govern- 
ment.

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AMERICAN TRADE WITH. RUSSIA. 

If the American business man will 
put aside his distrust of Russia, and 
it the Amerfcan Government will 
abandon its stand’ on the question of 
repudiated aébts, the Soviet Govern- 
ment may place within the next 
twelve months orders to the amount 
of $160,000,000 with American pro- 
ducers and manufacturers. Such are 
the attractive possibilities portrayed 
by the head of the foreign department 
of the Supreme Council of National 
Economy in a statement to our Mos- 
cow correspondent, A certain degree 
of doubt is aroused both by the figures 
quoted and the manner of approach. 
If Russia were to purchase $160,000, - 
000 worth of. American goods within 
a@ year, it would be four times the total 
annual imports from the United States 
into Russia during the three years 
before the war. Russia's economic re- 
covery may be making headway, but 
it is hardly conceivable that prosperity 
is coming back so fast as all that. In 
the fiscal year ending on the first of 
the present month Russia imported 
$2,000,000 worth of American trac- 
tors. The 20,000 tractors foreseen in 
the Moscow statement would: indicate 
a tenfold increase. As for the $2,000,- 
000,000 in. orders that American busi- 
ness men are invited to contemplate 
during the next five or six years, 
that is obviously a highly speculat! -e 
figure. 

Supplementing the argument from 
figures is the warning that if Amer- 
icans fail to avail themselves of the 
opportunity, Russia’s purchases will

OLD BATTLEFIELDS PRESERVED. 
The untiring efforts of the Mohawk 
Valley Historical Association and 
other up-State organizations has at 
last assured the permanent preserva- 
tion of the Revolutionary battlefields 
of Oriskany and Saratoga. ‘ The cam- 
paign to mark the important historical 
spots in New York in connection with 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the Revolution has been in 
progress for several years. When‘ the 
State declined to appropriate funds to 
help buy lands, those interested in the 
project appealed to private citizens to 
raise the necessary amounts. This has 
been slow and difficult work, and has, 
naturally not provided for as many 
battlefields as the original plans called 
for. But Oriskany and Saratoga are 
two of the most important sites. Their 
acquisition will serve as a stimulus 
for the purchase of others. ‘ 


lies largely in the manner in which 
interest in historical matters has had 
active and constructive expression 
through frivate efforts. We have been 
altogether too. prone in this State to 
overlook the many historical, sites 
which we possess and to forget the 
great réle which New York has played 
in the nation’s history. Americans 
notoriously lack the historical point of 
view. Save in New England and por- 
tions of the South they are without 
strong local ties. Frequent migration 
and interest in ‘* getting along in the 
world’ have naturally turned men’s 
minds away. from the past: But the 
fact that now many thousands of 
dollars have been subscribed in small 
amounts for the purchase of these two 
battlefields indicates a new interest in 
matters historical. 

That it is not altogether local may 
be seen from the fact that during 1924 
more than 90,000 persons visited the 
battlefield at Stony Point, which is 
now. a State reservation. ' This is more 
than three times'the number of vis- 
itors in 1920. Part of the increase, of 
course, is due ‘to the popularity of 
motor touring, but the very fact that 
such large numbers of persons have 
visited one battlefield in a single year 
shows that the efforts to preserve oth- 
ers will be warmly appreciated by the 
public. 





THE SARATOGA AND LEXINGTON. 

Last April the airplane-carrier Sara- 
toga was launched. Her sister’ ship, 
the Lexington, took the water on Sat- 
urday. Both should be in commission 
before the end of 1926. While Great 
Britain possesses six carriers, the 
Furious, Eagle, Argus, Pegasus, Her- 
mes and Ark Royal, none will com- 
pare in size, displacement, gum power 
and speed with the Saratoga and Léx- 
ington.

AN INTERPRETER NEEDED. 

The .Public Education Association 
has urged publication of a descriptive 
or interpretive budget report to sup- 
plement the official presentation of 
the budget estimate, ‘which is alto- 
gether admirable from an expert ac- 
countant’s point of view. This is a 
good, suggestion, and if the Board of 
Education does not act upon ‘it, the 
service is one which the Public Edu- 
cation Association might well perform. 
As it is, the report of over one hun- 
dred folio pages of statistical tables 
is meaningless to the general tax- 
payer. He can see what the gross 
total for the year is as compared 








or decreases for the several instruc- 
tional divisions, special schools and 
auxiliary agencies are; but the rea- 
sons for asking more for this particu- 
lar service and less for that are not 
made known. It is to be assumed 
that the increase in the total of the 
expense of instruction and operation 
is due: to increased attendance and 
increased salaries, but in what re- 
spective percentage or amounts is not 
to be discovered except by more than 
a cursory examination of the statis- 
tics. As for the other items, one can 
only guess in. what direction _the 
board’s policy is moving by comparing 
the two years one with the other. 
There should be a conspectus cover- 
ing several years in order to give to 
the public some notion of what the 
governing purpose is, if, indeed, there 
is anything beyend an impulsive, op- 
portunistic provision year by year. ~ 

There are, for example, four folio 
pages filled with the titles, salaries 
and allocations of the custodial service 
in the schools: custodians, custodian 
engineers, elevator operators, bath at- 
tendants, &c. It is doubtless essential 
that this record should be made pub- 
lic, but if the same amount of space 
could be given to “ explanatory sum- 
maries ’’ which woyld really explain 
not only the statistical increases and 
decreasés for 1926 as compared with 
1925, but their significance in the 
educational policy of the board, it 
would be of help to those: who are 
really desirous of “nowing about the 
schools and who haven’t time to make 
an analysi: for themselves. The Pub- 
lic Education Association points out 
some of the considerable variations; 
but even this organization, giving its 
time to the study of the public school 
interests, seems to be perplexed by 
them.’

1. minor, but ‘still 
notable, figures then in the world 
of New York journalism, C. ‘'TRACEY 
Bronson, whose death in New Haven 
was recorded in THE TiMEs yesterday.

Not only 
could he write lucidly and with vigor, 
as well as with astonishing rapidity— 
and his ‘‘copy” always perfect—but he 
had no end of industry in the collection 
of facts, so that his ‘‘stories’’ invariably 
were about the last word that needed 
saying on whatever their subject might be. 

His knowledge of the city was enor- 
mous, and wide was his acquaintance 
with its inhabitants of all imaginable 
classes. Year after year he remained 
something very like an institition on 
THs Times, a guide, philosopher and 
friend for the youngstérs, as in endless 
procession they came to the staff. He 
could tell them anything they Wanted 
to know and how best to perform any 
task. At last he was one of the few 
newspaper men who “retire,”” an old 
man, but for years to come he will be 
remembered well by the survivors who 
worked with him.

In your editorial ‘‘The Perfect Proustian’’ 
I read: 

‘In a moment of petulance Anatole France 
called Thiers the worst French writer. What 
would he have styled Proust? The worst 
non-French writer?’’ 

You may not know that Proust was intro- 
@uced to the reading world by Anatole 
France himself, Proust’s first book, ‘‘Les 
Plaisirs et les Jours,” contains a very eulo- 
wistic preface by the old master, written at 
a time when young Marcel was: entirely un- 
known. 

Proustians are people much too civilized to 
say that any one who does not like Proust 
is therefore inferior. There are types, and 
Proust can‘ ormly .appeal to some; for in- 
stance, more to introverts than to extro- 
verts, more to analysts than to synthetists, 
more to philosophers than to men of action, 
The Proustians I know do not wish nor 
expect that the people (neither most’ nor 
many) will ever like Proust. The sincere 
Proustians will always be a minority, but 
that in itself does not establish a general 
superiority on their part, They do not wish 
everybody to be like themselves—they enjoy 
too well the. spectacle provided by the. di- 
versity, 

In order to like Proust one must have 
(besides intelligence, culture and other 
qualities quite compatible with a dislike for 
him) an unusually keen interest in psy- 
chology, and an amount of leisure that not 
everybody has. Proust is to be read slowly, 
Proust’s style is something new to us, and 
new reading habits are required to fully 
enjoy his books. We must adjust our tempo 
to. his, 

Proustians might be pleased to learn that 
the French seminar of Cornell University is 
devoting the present acddemic year to the 
study of Marcel Proust.

The fact that Dr. Medinger is here as 
the representative of the German minor- 
ity shows clearly that minorities in 
Czechoslovakia are not denied the op- 
portunity to expréss their wishes and 
their eventual grievances. The Germans 
of Czechoslovakia cannot complain of 
any oppression, and if there is any dis- 
satisfaction among some of them it is 
due to the fact that they cannot any 
more rule as a minority over the Slav 
majority as they used to do in the for- 
mer Austrian Empire. 
It is true that a number of German 
school classes have been closed down, 
but the same has happened to some of 
the Czech. school classes. The reason 
for this is that there are no pupils to 
attend them. What State on earth 
maintains empty schools? But even now 
the average number of German children 


Yet men daily undertake these tasks ,to a class does not compare unfavor- 


ably to\ the average number, of Czech 
children to a class. On the other hand, 
a number of German schools—eighty, to 
be exact—have been established in Slo- 
vakia, where under the Magyar régime 
there. were none. 

In regard to the war loans, the Bohe- 
mian Germans have had full oppartu- 
nity to exchange them for Czechoslovak: 
State loans and thus to redeem them at 
much better terms than they ever could 
get in Austria .or Germany. 

If some of the German State employes 
were dismissed, it was not because they 
were Germans, for a number of Czech 
State employes were dismissed also, but 
owing to a policy of State economy 
which made it necessary, as in Austria, 
to reduce the number of State employes. 

In regard to the agricultural reform, 
the policy of, Czechoslovakia is not es- 
sentially different from that of other 
Central European States. Today it is 
no longer possible to allow on the one 
side large landed estates and on the 
other landless peasantry. Some kind of 
agricultural reform, granting land to the 
peasants but compensating the owners,. 
was inevitable and had to be carried 
out.

An Argument to Simplify Children’s 
Ki Education. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been keenly interested in the 
discussion regarding the metric system. 
One point should be emphasized, and 
that is the benefit to children that 
would wesult from the universal adop- 
tion of the metric system. 

The average child goes to school about 
twelve years. About one-fifth of this 
time is spent on mathematics. Could 
not the time devoted to mathematics be 
considerably shortened were vulgar frac- 
tions, complicated denominate- numbers 
and problems of conversion eliminated? 
Leading educators assert that one year 
in the school life of every American 
child could thus be saved. 

Of course, the child follows the studies 
assigned by parent and instructor. 
can do nothing else. But why showld 
we saddle on this child for. study cand. 
for use through life our present anti- 
quated hodge-podge of weights and 
measures? Why inflict on ourselves the 





“| prolonged cost of support and .mainte- 


nance of the child while obtaining this 
education if the time can be shortened? 
And At it can be shortened for one child, 
it can be shortened with the multitude 
of students, which would mean a relief 
of our overcrowded school buildings and 
a reduction in the cost of tuition, all of 
which would’ tend toward a reduction 
or relief to the taxpayer. Besides, the 
student who must become a wage-earner 
could take his place.in the business 
world perhaps a year earlHer than he 
does now. 

Are parents ind their whole duty 
by their children, also to the community 
at large, in not insisting most emphat- 
ically that this country adopt at once 
the system which is acknowledged by 
fifty nations of the world to be thé best, 
the only sensible system of computation? 

There are several associations made up 
of the best minds in the country who 
are deeply concerned in bringing -this 
much-needed reform into practical use, 
and it should be the duty of every par- 
ent and taxpayer to join these associa- 
tions, also to use their~influence with 
legislators and Congressmen to hasten 
the adoption of the simple: decimal ymet- 
ric system.

Chicago in his special-car ten days ago, 
catching a severe cold. He died suddenly 
of heart attack at a local sanitarium 
this’ morning when his condition, which 
apparently had been improving, sud- 
denly took g turn for the worse, 

Mr. Zimmerman was a patient at the 
local sanitarlum a year ago, at which 
time it was feared that he could not 
survive. After a long period of rest and 
treatment he was allowed to go with 
the suggestion that he take life easy. 

Mr. Zimmerman leaves 9, wife, who 
was with him when he died, and two 
sons, H. L, Zimmerman of Laporte, 
Ind., and Roy, a student at the Unjver- 
sity of INinois.

The Presbytery adopted by a large 
majority, but in the face of bitter pro- 
test on the part of the Fundamentalists, 
the following-resdlution, which‘was preé- 
sented by the Rev. Dr:‘A, Edwin Keig- 
win, pastor of the: West End’ Presby- 
terian Church,-as Chairman of the 
Special Committee of Eleven of the 
Presbytery : 

Whereas; the. General Assembly has 
appointed a friendly Commission of 
Fifteen,.:among other ‘things to con- 
sider the purity, peace, unity and 
progress of the Church; and the Pres- 
bytery has appointed a Committee of 
Eleven, among other things to con- 
sider the actions of. the General 
Assembly with reference to the Pres- 
bytery of New York; 

Be it Resolved, That the Presbytéry 
request its Committee. on Examination 
in a spirit of brotherly,cooperation, in 
order that: the Commission -of Fifteen 
and the Committee of Eleven may pro- 
ceed with the consideration of the gen- 
eral problems before them untroubled 
by any particular question in -particu- 

lar cases here in New York, to refrain 
frem. reporting .any candidates . for 
licenture or ordination until: the Com- 
mittee of Eleven and the Committee of 
Fifteen have made tneir final. reports..

Arthur A, Purcell, M. P., and British 
labor leader, &rrived yesterday on the 
White Star liner Adriatic, on his way 
to Atlantic City to represent the British 
Trades Congress at the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor... He was 
one of the group of ‘ British’ . Trades 
Union delegates who went. to Russia 
last December at the invitation of the 
Soviet in Moscow, where they were lav- 
ishly entertained. 

On their return to England the dele- 
gates were interrogated by 2 Ex- 
ecutive Committee of their organization 
on reports that they had been engaged 
by the Russtan Government to spread 
Soviet propaganda in England, which 
was. denied. 

When asked ‘by reporters yestefday tf if 
it Was true that the delegates ha 
ceived a bribe of $25,000 from the 
Mr. Purcell replied, ‘‘No, there is 
truth in the statement whatever."’

Although the incidents included in 
Catherine Chisholm Cushing's ‘Edgar 
Allan Poe,” performed last evening at 
the Liberty Theatre, are based plausibly 
enough upon known biographical facts 
in that man’s unhappy career, it is not 
too severe to say that neither the play 
hor the performance catches the nobility 
in Poe's character. It was Lowell who 
wrote patronizingly of Poe, ‘’Three- 
fifths of him genius and two-fifths 
sheer, fudge."" The Poe who flits through 
the four acts of this cabotinage, and 
expires in a thunderstorm, reciting ‘‘The 
Raven" to a gathering of dram-drinkers 
in a Baltimore dive, whilst eerie voices 
off stage moan ‘‘Nevermore”—this stage 
Poe surely is more\than two-fifths 
“sheer fudge.” 

The long cast of characters includes 
many famillar names—Mrs.- Clem, Vir- 
ginia Clem, Rufus Griswold, Helen 
Whitman, Frances Osgood, William Cul- 

len Bryant, N. P, Willis and others of 

_ Subsidiary importance. The scenes 
represent the Allan house in Richmond, 
Mrs. Clem’s lodgings in Baltimore, an 
editor’s office, the Poe cottage at Ford- 
ham and a wharf dive in Baltimore. 
And the incidents included in this story 
are Poe’s disinheritance by John Allan 
after his expulsion from college, , his 
betrothal to Virginia Clem, his winning 
of the literary prizes, his editorship of 
an unnamed magazine (possibly The 
Saturday Visitor or The Southern Liter 
ary Messenger), the death of Virginia 
at Fordham and his own death, less 
thoroughly documented, on election night 
in Baltimore. 

These facts are well authenticated and 
sufficiently representative of Poe's 
bizarre career. ‘The treatment, both in 
dialogue and in performance, however, 
is magniloquent to the extreme. The 
author has approached the subject with 
the utmost respect for its heroism and 
sympathy, but without objective under- 
standing. And throughout she has made 
Poe speak in figures, symbols, quota- 
tions and allusions, as though a poet 
had no holiday from his sore task. } 
When Elmira Royster hands him back 

~his marriage promise, he speaks, in 
maudlin tones of wings, leaden feet, 
ghouls, nemesis and other lumber of the 
back’s storeroom, and once remarks: 
“No jeweled darling could weather my 
turbulent storms,’’ 

However well-founded the lines may 
be in biographical and literary source- 
bocks, the point is that-a plethora of 
them on. the stage smacks more of elo- 
“Cution than portraiture; and they do 
scant justice to thé reserve of one who 
could write with the utmost economy: 

Helen, thy beauty is to me 

Like those Nicaean barks of yore. 

Poe was indeed a man of reserve, of 
pride and austerity. In the play we find 
him arrogant, insolent in his personal 
relations and something of a humorist 
and practical joker. His humility before 
the literary judges who awarded the 
poetry prize to’ him seems’more' like 
obsequiousness. When he criticizes the 
Spring poem written by that misan- 
thrope, Rufus Griswold, and lays down 
the law of poetics before William Cullen 
Bryant and the other outraged versi-" 
fiers, he seems to translate his genius 
into divinity. Certainly, Poe was the 


only informed critic of that day; and 
certainly he offended many writers in 
his terse judgment of their work. But 
he was in no sense a megalomaniac, 

The play cannot forget the scandal of 
drink that still hangs black over Poe’s 
name. In the first aet Virginia and the 
ethers forgive him. that vice on the 
grounds of inheritance. and 
again the play returns to that subject. 
The second act portrays him returning 
froma debauch and shifting the blame 
for it on the editors who refused to rec- 
ognize his genius. ‘I drank—oh, yes, I 
drank,’”’ he confesses tearfully. In the 
third ‘act Poe steadfastly resists the cup 
of cheer urged on him by a jubilant 
corps of literary judges. Later in that 
act Griswold taunts him with his secret 
lapses from sobriety, and the play con- 
solingly intimates that, while others 
drank to remember, Poe drank to forget. 
The last act, es detailed above, shows 
him drinking and reeling in a grog-shop, 
and reciting the mad lines of ‘The 
Raven,"’ while thunder roars outside and 
lightning flashes with fiendish brilliance. 
The consistency with which the play 
harps on this subject of purely medical 
interest lays a false color upon . Poe's 
literary genius. 

Under these circumstances, the per- 
formance does not assist much in the 
interpretation of Poe's greatness in 
American letters. Mr. Kirkwood’s Poe 
is gay and melancholy by turns, and 
weak rather than strong. Of this poet 
he makes an audacious, devil-may-care 
sort of hero, in very. broad idiom. Ag 
Virginia Clem—the “beautiful Annabel 
Lee” of Poe’s-exquisite lyric—Miss Lee 
was sweet and childlike. The play rep- 
resents her taking ‘severe liberties with 
this lyric in the interests ‘of popular 
lalladry, rhymin, “cannibal” with 

‘Annabel” unblushingly. That.is a lapse 
in taste for which apparently the play 
imust accept the blame. Although Miss 
Lee’s performance seemed conventional, 
it was faithful to what little we know 
of the maiden who “lived with no other 
——r than to love and be loved”: by

The POE RON Mr. Cohan, the re- 
ports of whose retirements seem to have 
been greatly exaggerated, acted again 
in New York last night in a play of 
his own fashioning, and great was the 
joy thereat. It is somewhat late. in 
the day to announce that his hold upon 
his’ myriad followers is greater than 
that enjoyed by any other player in 
the American theatre—perhaps Mr. Jol- 
son is an honorable exception—and in- 
quiries into the reasons for his popu- 
larity would be nothing short of im- 
pertinent. Despite the fact that ‘his 
new play is at best a stragglihg en- 
tertainment, .Mr. Cohan never showed 
to better advantage than last night at 
the Hudson. The charmed personality 
and graceful skill aj-an actor once more 
— him lightly up, far above the 
play. 

It is about time to set down the fact 
that the play is called ‘American Born,” 
and that no piece was ever more charac- 
teristic of its author. Mildly reminis- 
cent of “So This Is London’’ (a Cohan- 
ized if not a Cohan play), the new piece 
sets a pair of Forty-second Street Amer- 
icans against the background of an 
English country estate. Their ways and 
manners, of course, are matters for the 
English to marvel at; the ways of Eng- 
lish, as a corollary, are set up like so 
many ten-pins, to be mowed down by 
Mr. Cohan with quick. back-fire. Al 
Smith, Irving Berlin, President Cool- 
idge—their names alternate «.throygh, 
the play with ‘Are you there?’ and 
*‘Are you having me on?” 

If the pattern be famillar, and un- 
questionably it is, theré are two em- 
phatic points to be recorded in connec- 
tion with the play at the Hudson. The 
first_is concerned with Mr. Cohan as 
playwright, the second as author. For 
no one, of course, can write this sort 
of thing so well as Mr. Cohan. He is 
not above giving himself an occasional 
set-up, with a butler as target, but in 
the main he wins through by the simple 
expedient of writing extremely funny 
lines. And, in the second ‘place, no one 
can toss this sort of repartee back ana 
forth so well \as can Mr. Cohan the 
actor. The glow of his*effortless and 
perfect performance last night cast 
various minor crudities into the shadow. 

It is not an important supporting com- 
pany that Mr. Cohan has assembled 
his return. However, there is Lawrarice

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RUSSIA BUYS GOODS | 


Year’s Business Here Included 


$44,000,000 of Cotton, $38,- 
000,000 of Other Goods. — 


9,000 TRACTORS PURCHASED 


Agent Says American Credits Do 
Not Suit His Country’s / 
‘Needs. 


Despite the unspitability to Russians of 
much of the American credit offered in 
connection with their purchases of an 
increasing quantity of American ma- 
chinery and other goods, the agency of 
the Russian Export and Import Depart- 
ment, which is known as the Amtorg 
Trading Corporation, with offices at 165 
Broadway, bought in the year ended 
Sept. 30 approximately $38,000,000 worth 
of merchandise in this country. © This, 
it was learned yesterday following pub- 
lication of a Moscow dispatch to THE 
New YorRK Times regarding the -$160,- 
000,000 of orders for machinery Russia 
desires to place during the next year, is 
about ten times the extent of Russia’s 
business in this country in the preceding 
year through predecessor agencies. 

In addition to the $38,000,000, which 
represents purchases of flour, agricul- 
tural and factory machinery, mining 
equipment, oil-well equipment and other 
goods, the All-Russian Textile Syndicate 
purchased last year $44,000,000 worth of 
coiton in this country through its Amer- 
ican corporation at 120 Broadway. Rus- 
sia’s purchases of wheat and flour con- 
stituted about $20,000,000 of the $38,000, - 
000 of orders placed through Amtorg, 
but, according to Paul J. Ziev, President 
of Amtorg, these purchases. of foodstuffs 
ere not expected to recur and have been 
made, not because of any Russian crop 
‘shortage in the period mentioned, but 
because of the necessity of using im- 
ported flour or wheat to combat specu- 
lation arising from a scarcity of supplies 
in- sections of Russia remote from the 
large wheat growing region. 

Hope for Better Business. 


The present Russian harvest would 
result in a greater demand for manu- 
factured articles in Russia among the 
peasantry, who are now their own pro- 


ducers, even if the credits which Russia 
has now in this country were not in- 
creased, Mr. Ziev said. ‘‘We have no 
Treason to believe these credits will not 
be increased, and’we hope for a larger 
turnover of business than we had in the 
last twelve months,’’ he asserted. 
‘“‘While we are doing a large business, 
I would say we are losing almost as 
much as we are retaining,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘for the reason that when we give 
our terms we either hear no more about 
them or when we do get a reply we learn 
the order has been"placed elsewhere. 
“Our experience has been over and 
over that we have had to refuse orders 
because of the inability of the American 
manufacturers to offer at least as good 
terms as European manufacturers. The 
explanation is not so much because 
of Russia’s credit position as because of 
the conservatism of the American manu- 
facturer. He has always been willing 
for the European to_handle his products 
and the European merchant will extend 
the credit. While this is a fact, we 





| find as we go along we are steadily in- 


creasing our activities. 

*‘Some of our Ameriean manufacturers 
in recetn years have done nothing in 
Russia. Recently they have granted 
credits in: order that their products, 
well known in Russia before the war, 
may not be forgotten there. We have, 
on the other hand, many manufacturers 
prepared to give credits, but not the type 
of credits suitable ‘to Russian purchas- 
ers. I would-point out farming machin- 
ery as an example, which, this year, 
will probably be bought here.on a much 
smaller scale because of European com- 
petition, especially German competition. 
We have offers of very large credits 
from American manufacturers of agri- 
cultural machinery we will not be able 
to use because of their unsuitability. 
We need long-term credits and smaller 
initail payments on them, for ‘Russia 
will not buy what she cannot pay for.”’ 


Bought Many Tractors. 

Of the Amtorg purchases here between 
Aug. 1, 1924, and Aug. 1, 1925, the total 
included. more than 9,000 tractors, of 
which 8,500 were Fordsons—a number 
equal, according to Blue Book statistics,

Alex Gumberg, Vice President and 
Genéral Manager of the All-Russian 
Textile Syndicate, took a position simi- 
lar to that of Mr. Ziev with regard to 
the importance of long-term credits for 
future Russian purchases. Notwith- 
standing this condition, howver, he said 
American banks that have been granting 
acceptance and note credits for Russia’s 
purchases of American cotton in the 
last two years had enlarged these 
credits, and as a result the syndicate 
would probably buy more American 
cotton in the coming year than it did 
last year. 

The textile industry of Russia was 
flourishing and was in need of great 
quantities of textile machinery not used 
previously in Russia, he, said, but only 
sample orders of textile machinery had 
thus far been placed in this country. 

The fact that Russia’s credit has been 
tested in the two years or so of direct 
trade. intercourse between America and 
Russia is pointed to as the most infle- 
ential factor in the Russians’ ability to 
retain those credits and to obtain en-

Bank's Action in Taking. In 
Loans Looked Upon as End 
of Monetary Stringency. 


HEAVY DIVIDEND OUTLAYS 


Increasing Demand for Commercial 
Funds Is Factor In Causing 
Readjustment. 


Under, heavy calling of loans by banks 
the call money rate went to 5% per cent. 
yesterday, following renewals at 5 per. 
cent. It was estimated that a total of 
$30,000,000, of loans had been called dur- 
ing the day, traceable directly to the, 
deficiency of $21,500,000 in reserve ac- 
counts reported Saturday by the Clear- 
ing House banks. The advance in rates 
came as no surprise in the market, as 
the banks had been expected to call 
loans to strengthen their position. 

The monetary stringency is regarded 
as temporary, reflecting the-usual first- 
of-the-month operations, which were 
augmented last week by heavy quarterly 
and semi-annual disbursements of’ divi- 
dends and interest. Checks representing 
these payments have not gone back to 
the banks in many cases, and, in addi- 
tion, there have been increasing de- 
mands for-funds for commercial pur- 
poses as well as a movement of money 
westward for the handling of crops. 

These factors caused an erratic course 
in the money market last week, when 
the call loan rate was as low as 4% 
per cent. and as high as 6 per cent., 
and it was generally believed that yes- 
terday’s movement marked~the comple- 
tion of the necessary adjustment. Con- 
siderable new money from out-of-town 
markets appeared) at the opening rate of 
5 per cent. yesterday, and more became 
available when the rate moved up to 5% 
per cent. The offerings, however, were 
not sufficient to offset the calling ey 
local banks. 

Belief that easier money rates will 
prevail from now on is based on the 
idea that the recent fluctuations have 
been due to special conditions and that 
ample funds normally are available to 
meet all demands. Open market rates 
for commercial paper and bank accept- 
ance rates show little change from the 
levels prevailing at the end of August, 
In contrast with the present. situation, 
ft was recalled yesterday that a year 
ago at this time call loans were-renew- 
ing at 2% per cent.

TOURISTS WOULD HELP PAY 


$5 Fee for Pleasure Car Licenses 





Advocated—“Speed-Trap” Evit 
Denounced. 


The suggestion . that a State ‘tax of 2 
cents per gallon be levied upon all re- 
tail gasoline sales ‘was probably the 
most radical change. urged before the 
joint Legislative Committee on Motor 
Vehicles, whieh yesterday in the 
Aldermanic Chamber of the City Hall 
a two-day session to receive constructive 
suggestions looking to remedial legis- 
lation for the betterment of the vehicu- 
lar laws of the State, Another sugges- 
tion was the proposal that the fee for 
annual pleasure automobile license 
plates should not exceed $5. Both sug- 
gestions were made by Charles P, Gal- 
lagher, President. of the Rochester Gee 
mobile Club. 

The speaker contended that the State 
would derivé more revenue from motor- 
ists through such a retail gasoline tax 
than it now collécts. He thought that, 
while motor trucks and commercial 
vehicles should have a’ graduated license 
plate scale, all pleasure cars should pay 
a uniform license of $5. 

Senator Louis J. Stapley, Chairman of 
the committee, announced that the com- 
mittee would meet in Rochester. in No- 
yember to consider suggestions for the 
legislative regulation of automobile 
headlights. ‘ 

Permanent license plates, to last dur- 
ing the life of the car, were advocated 
by Harry B. Crowley, former Assembly- 
man, who also spoke for the Rochester 
Automobile Club. 

‘Mr. Crowley complained also that the 
present law had failed to halt the “‘speed 
trap’ evil. He declared he knew of 
many towns where the police and the 
Justices of the Peace were in coHusion 
to raise loca! revenues by fining visiting 
motorists passing through. 

To do away with this ‘imposition 
George Donohue, also of Rochester, ad- 
vised the organization of county traffic 
courts and the abolition of the village 
seats of so-called justice, in which un- 
warranted fines are imposed for trifling 
or immaginary offenses. 

Drivers of motor vehicles who are 
arrested for intoxication should have 
their licenses revoked for a period of 
six months to one year, in the opinion 
of Charles A. Hartnett, Commissioner 
of the State Motor Vehicle Department. 
When. drivers commit offenses outside 
the State, he added, their New- York 
license should be revoked. Mr. Har- 
nett’ also urged the elimination of the 
$5 chauffeurs’ licenses, He’ said he be- 
lieved the fee to be a discriminative 

penalty and unfair to the men who earn 
their livings ay. driving cars.

sale of raw furs in the Masonic Hall. 
In addition they averaged 35 per cent. 
higher than the prices received for 
Southern “‘rat’’ at the May sale of the 
New. York Auction Company, Inc., which 
is conducting the present sale. .In the 

+ course of the auction, ‘which will rin 
for eight days more, between $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000 worth of furs will be dis- 
posed of. 

The salesroom was well filled with 
prospective buyers, ‘shippers and on- 
lookers yesterday morning when General 
Manager J. Gordon Noakes, who is act- 
ing as auctioneer, raised his hammer 
on the first lot of the 3,850 white fox 
that were sold. Bidding for these skins 
was brisker than had been anticipated 
in some quarters, a feature being the. 
rapidity with which the bids came in 
when the cheaper pelts were offered. The 
highest price paid for white fox, which 
= $45.50, was brought by No. 1 Rus- 

ans. 

. Fitch followed the white fox to the 
block. Interest inthis offering . was 
fairly well sustained, with the German 
skins receiving the best attention. The 
choicest No. 1 and No. 2 German pelts 
brought prices ranging up to $3.20. 
Badger, like white fox, moved with 
more snap thah had’ generally been 
looked for. Top for this fur -was_ $7.70, 
and it was fetched by No, 1 and No. 2 
Northerns. 

A collection of 31,513 ermine came up 
next, and a string of Western Canadian 
skins, part of which were No. 1 and 
No. 2 extra large and part ex extra 
large, brought the best-figure 452.80. 
This collection, as well as th hich 
preceded it, showed no change from the 
levels of the May auction. . 

Interest increased considerably when 
the Southern muskrats came under the 
; hammer. These skins are popular and 
in scant supply, and the offering was 
one of the smallest of the kind ever 
made at a local sale. It contained less 
than 53,000 pelts, the best of which 
brought ‘$1. 92 for No. 1 extra large. The 
offering of black muskrats also was 
small, which helped bring the best price 
received for them to $2.26 for No. 1 and 
No. 2 Springs from New Jersey, Dels- 
ware and Maryland, 

The enchading offering was one of 
291,708 Northern muskrats, another 
limited collection. These skins, as are 
Southern ‘‘rats,’’ are in ‘good demand 
for use in the natural state this season, 
and those best suited for that purpos2 
came in for active bidding. The -:ollec- 
tion of Northern pelts, as a whole, ad- 
vanced 10 per cent., with the best price 
of $2.20 fetched by ‘Eastern Springs and 
Winters. At the conclusion of the sale 
it-was estimated that the day’s receipts

Federal’ Jury Charges They 
Tried to Mulct Grocers Out” 
| ef $130,000. 


OTHER ACCUSATIONS MADE 


Deputy Collector Held as Bribe 
Taker and Postal Employe as — 
Stamp Stealer. 

- 

A batch of indictments handed up 
yesterday by the Federal Grand Jury 
contained. one accusing the Knicker- 
bocker Merchandising Company, Inc., of 
122 East Twenty-fifth Street and Mau- 
rice Innerfield and Emanuel Seaman 
with having used the mails to defraud 
retail grocers out of nearly $130,000. 
The scheme of the defendants, the in- 
dictment read, was to pretend that the 
purchase of certificates in the ‘‘Perma- 
nent Associate Buying Service Member- 
ship’ would enable purchasers to obtain 
groceries at prices lower than those paid 
by chain. storés and other large pur- 
chasers. 

The defendants, it is also alleged, 
falsely represented that the saving in 
the gurchase of groceries would range 
between 8 and 15 per cent. and that 
unless ‘the victims joined in the plan 
they would be undersold and driven 
out of business by neighboring competi- 
tors. ““High-powered”’ salesmen, it is 
charged, were employed to dispose of 
the certificates. J, M. Wolfe, who pre- 
sented the evidence to the Grand Jury, 
said that one witness had declared that 
more than 5,000 merchants in various 
sections of the country had been vic- 
timized. 

Another indictment, obtained on evi- 
dence presented. by Assistant United 
States Attorney William J. Millard, 
charged Morris J. Gardner of 1,025 Leg- 
gitt Street, the Bronx, a Deputy Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue, with. having 
accepted a bribe of $50. Gardner, it is 
alleged, told Charles H. Bassford, a 
lawyer, that he had authority to waive 
an income tax penalty of $157 against 
one of Bassford’s clients and would.do 
so for $30. Bassford notified the Federal 
authorities and, the indictment con- 
tinued, the defendant was_arrested after 
accepting the bribe in marked bills. 

Another indictment accused ‘Isaac Sa- 
bath, foreman in the Unclaimed Package 
Bureau of the General Post Office, with 
appropriating a large quantity of post- 
age stamps, which had been sent to the 
bureau for the redemption of packages. 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney J. Arthur Adler, who’ gathered 
the evidence against Sabath, said that 
Robert E. Read, a stamp dealer, had 
turned over checks representing pay- 
ments aggregating $5,641, which. had 
been paid to Sabath for stamps, Sabath, 
it was said, sold the stamps at six per 
cent, less than their face value. 

A confession alleged to have been 
made by Sabath says that he had been 
taking the stamps for about three years. 
Sabath is 59 years old and has been em- 
ployed in the postal: service for thirty- 
five years. It:was said that the Attor- 
ney General had taken special interest 
in the case and had assigned Postal 
Inspectors Shea, Saffell, Kenyon and 
Kean to investigate complaints and to 
keep onthe job until the mystery of 
the missing stamps ‘was cleared. 

There was also an indictment charging 
Umberto D’Amico, a clerk recently, em- 
ployed by the Columbus Exchange Bank, 
Providence, R. I., with having sent a

INSANE 


Has Had Room for Eight Years in 
House Owned by Church—Pald 
No Rent for Five. 


Mer: Thomas. M.-O’Keefe, pastor of the 
Roman Catholic Church’ of St. Benedict 
the Moor, at 342 West Fifty-third Street, 
narrowly escaped death yesterday morn- 
ing, ‘when & negro: woman, believed to 
be. mentally ‘ unbalanced, fired three 
shots at him in the basement of the 
church. He was on his way to say 
mass,.and, the woman had. concealed 
herself there to wait for him. 
When she: was Captured in the ‘street 
it was ‘learned that she was Mrs. Helen 
Gruber, 50-years old, of 340 West Fifty- 
third Street, who has rented a room in 
a@ house owned by the church for eight 
years, but who has ‘not paid any rent 
for five years 
The 7:30 ‘O'clock mass was being 
celebrated by ‘the Rev. John F. 
Curran, and about fifty parishioners 
were in the church when r. O'Keefe 
erftered the basement. He was to cele- 
ee the Popo yk mass. -He-heard a 
oman’ 8 voice ‘Is that you, Father 
O’Keefe?"’ just as he entered. He 
answered that it was. ‘I'm going to 
kill you,” the. voice continued. The wo- 
man was between him’ and the door, and 
as he turned he saw the light shine on 
a. pistol in her hand. 
“she fired almost immediately and the 
first shot passed through the priest's 
coat. Another shot went wild and Mgr. 
O'Keefe ran for the door and into the 
street. The a tried to follow him, 
but tripped and fell, and as she lay on 
the floor fired ‘another shot. . Thomus 
Ward, a chauffeur, of 163 Amsterdam 
Avenue was standing outside as the 
priest ran out and turned toward Ninth 
Avenue. As Mrs, Gruber appeared, the 
pistol still in her hand, Ward grabbed 
and disarmed her. She was arrested by 
Patrolman August Diemer of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station‘on charges 
of felonious assault and violating the 
Sullivan law. 
Mgr. O'Keefe..said that .Mrs. Gruber 
had come to him eight years ago and 
told himithat she was a witiow. Three 
rooms in a small tenement owned by the 
church were turned over to her. She 
paid a small rent for three years and 
then stopped. All but one of the rooms 
were taken m her. Her habits had 
been so eccentric,. said the priest, that 
she was thought to be of unsound mind. 
Three months ago her room was forcibly 
entered because she had not been seen 
for so long. 
When Mrs. Gruber was arraigned in 
the West Side Court Magistrate Louis 
B. Brodsky held her without bail for 
examination tomorrow. Assistant Dis- 
trict. Attorney Géorge F. Ewald asked 
that she be committed to Bellevue for 
observation, but.-her’ .attorney, - Joseph 
Broderick, obtained an adjournment.
